MINUTES  OF  THE  SEWER  DISTRICT  MEETING 

October     1992 

Moderator  John  J  Colony  III  opened  the  meeting  at 
7:00pm.   He  invited  Dean  Ogleby  to  speak.   Dean  Ogleby 
passed  out  the  letters  that  were  sent  to  everyone  in 
the  proposed  district,  to  anyone  that  did  not  have 
them.   He  gave  a  brief  overview  of  what  the  meeting 
was  about.   In  October  of  89  Commissioner  Varney  held 
a  meeting  in  Harrisville  for  the  selectmen  and  other 
concerned  people.   Varney  felt  that  the  whole  town  had 
a  waste  problem  and  that  the  Selectmen  should 
establish  a  committee  to  research  the  problem,  and 
further  that  unless  the  town  did  something,  the  state 
might  come  in  and  order  the  town  to  fix  the  problem. 
That  November,  a  committee  which  for  the  next  2  years 
researched  problems  and  solutions  by  surveying  the 
town  and  by  contracting  an  engineering  firm  to 
research  what  kind  of  system  would  be  appropriate. 
He  summarized  some  of  the  solutions  that  were  explored 
during  the  study  time.   A  solution  was  proposed  and 
the  committee  reviewed  it  and  passed  it  on  the  the 
selectmen.   The  study  was  funded  by  private  donations 
with  matching  funds  from  the  town.   The  Selectmen  then 
established  the  boundary  lines  of  a  sewer  district. 

The  vote  tonight  is  only  to  establish  a  district. 
The  second  step  would  be  to  elect  officers  for  the 
district  and  after  that  the  district  would  establish 
by-laws.   Then  more  studies  would  be  done  to 
investigate  proposed  solution.   After  that  we  also 
need  to  apply  for  grant  money  from  the  state,  20-30% 
of  the  total  project.   We  need  under  $3000  to  do 
further  research. 

Mary  Crocker  asked  what  happens  if  we  vote  no?   If 
you  vote  no,  the  Selectmen  can  call  a  second  meeting 
to  get  another  vote  with  different  boundaries,  also 
the  state  is  waiting  to  hear  how  we  vote,  if  we  vote 
no  we  may  loose  control  of  the  situation  to  the  state. 

Moderator  introduced  Chip  Chedlin  who  was  working 
with  the  engineering  firm  when  the  study  was  done.   He 
pointed  out  how  unique  Harrisville  was  with  all  the 
ledge  and  water  near  homes  and  he  would  be  happy  to 
answer  any  questions. 

Mary  Thayer  compared  this  situation  to  the  101 
fight,  that  the  people  who  bought  houses  on  101  knew 
that  the  traffic  and  the  noise  was  there.   The  people 
who  bought  houses  in  the  proposed  sewer  district  knew 
they  had  sewer  problems. 
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Fred  Davis  has  yet  to  hear  of  any  town  where  the 
state  has  threatened  to  make  them  put  a  sewer  in.  More 
discussion  about  how  the  state  can  mandate  action  on 
the  part  of  the  town. 

Mary  Crocker  asked  why  the  state  doesn't  inspect 
the  systems  they  want  replaced.   M.  St  Peter  says  at 
this  time  these  houses  have  a  working  system,  that 
some  are  connected  to  Filtrine's  leach  field.  Others 
can  meet  state  standards  or  have  holding  tanks. 

Ques:  where  is  the  district  located?  Ans ,  roughly 
the  center  of  Harrisville. 

The  engineer  explained  that  with  a  septic  system 
they  look  at  the  relationship  between  the  water  table 
and  the  ledge,  and  soils  and  subsoils.   In  Harrisville 
there  is  such  a  density  of  houses  that  individual 
systems  are  not  possible.   They  need  a  large  parcel  of 
land  so  they  can  spread  the  drainage  out.   There  are 
areas  in  town  that  could  accommodate  a  large  leach 
field.   There  is  no  area  in  the  center  of  town  that 
could  accommodate  that  volume  of  waste  water. 

Question,  how  many  houses  have  an  immediate 
problem.   Ans,  8-10  houses  are  the  trigger  of  the 
problem,  but  the  state  considers  the  problem  much 
greater  because  of  all  the  unsuitable  places  houses 
are  located. 

Ques,  can  Fil trine  be  approached  to   take  the  state 
pressure  off  for  these  8  to  10  trigger  houses. 

Dean  Ogleby  says  that  when  they  bought  their  house 
they  made  a  contract  with  Fil trine  to  pay  yearly  to 
use  their  system.   Filtrine  felt  it  was  too  big  a 
threat  to  his  system  to  keep  these  houses  on  that 
system. 

Charles  Michal :  In  the  6  or  so  years  that  have 
transpired  Filtrine  has  not  taken  legal  action  and 
cooperated  with  these  people  and  been  flexible.   He 
pointed  that  it  isn't  legally  possible  for  some  of 
these  houses  to  put  in,  if  he  could  of  he  would  have. 
There  are  tiny  parcels  on  the  lake  and  up  on  School 
St.  . 

The  state  has  told  these  people  that  they  can't  put 
in  a  holding  tank  and  have  it  pumped  by  an  independent 
contractor.  Someone  asks  if  they  would  have  to  have  a 
holding  tank  even  if  we  had  a  town  leach  field.  There 
was  some  discussion  between  a  holding  tank  for  solids 
as  opposed  to  gray  water. 
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(People  weren't  identifying  themselves  yet) 
Someone  says  that  Fil trine  can't  legally  shut  the 
people  off  who  are  on  their  system  unless  his  system 
goes  into  failure.   Then  those  people  can  go  to  the 
state  and  get  a  holding  tank.   Someone  else  says  that 
he  can  shut  people  off  because  the  contract  with 
Filtrine  has  expired. 

Mark  Armstrong  asks  for  clarification  of  who 
exactly  the  trigger  houses.   Charles  Michal  answers 
that  the  state  commissioner  came  to  look  at  the  town, 
and  says  you  can  only  get  a  holding  tank  if  the  system 
is  in  failure.   Also  the  state  can't  prove  that  the 
older  systems  would  pass  inspection. 

Mark  Armstrong  asks  is  anyone  has  privately 
approached  John  Hansel  to  see  if  there  was  something 
they  could  work  out. 

Ans :  (Dean  O.  or  Charles  M.)  it  hasn't  formally 
been  done,  but  Peter  Hansel  who  served  on  the 
committee  suggested  that  these  7  homes  get  a  large 
holding  tank  for  these  7  houses. 

Sharon  Hampton  asks  why,  if  the  whole  town  has  a 
problem,  why  wasn't  the  whole  town  included  in  the 
sewer  dist.  (This  question  was  asked  over  and  over  in 
different  ways)  C.  Colony  says  that  the  district  are 
the  only  people  who  can  vote  on  whether  there  should 
be  a  district . 

Kendall  Lane  says  that  the  only  people  who  are 
eligible  to  vote  tonight  are  the  people  who  live 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  sewer  district 
as  established  by  the  selectmen.   The  only  people  who 
are  going  to  be  asked  to  pay  the  costs  incurred  in  the 
district  are  the  people  who  live  in  the  district,  not 
the  rest  of  the  town. 

Ranae  Stone:   Could  the  sewer  district  could  bond 
the  town? 

Kendall  Lane  says  the  only  bond  that  can  be  posted 
is  1%  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  sewer  district  and 
the  bond  can  only  be  posted  on  the  district  itself. 

Jack  Calhoun  says  that  he  acknowledges  the  problem 
in  the  district  but  that  it  exists  in  varying  degrees 
on  all  the  ponds  and  lakes  in  Harrisville,  that  it  is 
a  bigger  problem  than  just  the  village.  This  problem 
exists  in  all  of  Harrisville,  and  he  urged  the  people 
to  vote  against  the  small  district  but  on  a  district 
encompassing  the  whole  town. 

Question:  Who  are  the  7  homes.  Ans:  The  houses

start  at  the  fork  at  the  bottom  of  Church  St  up  to  the 
boarding  house  and  thre;e  houses  on  School  St.  3  are 
still  on  Filtrine's  system. 

Mrs  Messer:  Why  wasn't  the  whole  town  considered 
for  the  sewer? 

D.  Ogleby:   The  committee  looked  at  which  houses  had 
the  greatest  need.   There  are  90  houses  in  the  center 
of  the  village  and  the  cost  for  all  those  would  be 
exorbi  tant . 

M.  Crocker:   Why  can't  people  add  on  to  the 
district.   They  can  but  first  the  committee  wants  to 
establish  a  district. 

C.  Michal :   The  district  was  formed  by  the  houses 
that  either  have  a  problem  now  or  will  be  in  a  short 
time.   If  a  district  is  established  now  we  can  apply 
for  grants  and  will  lead  to  a  concrete  proposal  to  do 
something.   The  boundaries  of  the  sewer  district 
should  not  include  rural  areas,  but  should  be  able  to 
eventually  include  other  homes  around  all  the  lakes, 
or  that  they  can  establish  their  own  districts. 
Someone  spoke  in  favor  of  spreading  the  cost 
throughout  the  whole  town. 

Ques:  If  the  individual  houses  spent  $30,000  each 
could  they  solve  their  problems  as  a  group. 
Ans :  If  the  district  is  too  small  it  drives  up  the 
cost,  and  if  too  large  also  drives  up  the  cost.  A 
owner  funded  system  could  be  established,  but  in 
forming  a  district  they  can  apply  for  state  grants, 
and  also  use  town  land  to  solve  the  problem. 

Ques:  Are  there  other  solutions,  holding  tanks, 
could  the  town  help  these  7  homes,  as  hardship  cases, 
without  forming  a  district. 

Ans,  many  of  these  homes  cannot  have  leach  fields, 
also  the  group  has  spent  4  years  looking  for  a 
solution.  L  St inchf ield ' s  field  was  considered  but  the 
state  did  not  consider  the  land  large  enough  for  7 
houses.  Also  these  7  people  felt  it  was  better  to  look 
for  a  solution  together  than  separately. 

F  Davis  suggested  putting  in  a  2000  gallon  tank  and 
pumping  it  routinely. 

C  Stone:  Once  the  district  is  established  how  do 
it's  boundaries  change. 

K  Lane:  statute  that  specifically  relates  to 
changing  boundaries,  and  it  can  be  done  by  notifying 
the  affected  parties  and  holding  a  public  hearing  but 
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it  is  up  to  the  selectmen  to  change  the  boundaries 

Ques :  Who  gets  to  vote 

K  l.ane:  Supreme  Court  passed  a  statute  in  1976  that 
a  person  has  to  be  a  legal  voting  resident  and  be  a 
resident  of  the  proposed  district. 

J  Stinchfield:  The  change  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
district  should  be  by  town  vote  and  not  Just  by  the 
Selectmen.   This  is  only  stage  one,  stage  two,  do  we 
need  it,  stage  three,  take  it  to  the  town  and  not 
exclude  them  from  it,  the  whole  town  should  rightly  be 
involved. 

Comment  about  how  this  would  affect  property 
values,  probably  a  negative  affect  because  of  extra 
cost  to  those  in  the  district. 

Comment  that  only  the  district  could  mandate  if 
people  within  the  district  had  to  hook  up  and  pay  into 
the  system.   The  district  makes  that  determination. 
The  tax  assessment  for  the  system  would  be  borne  by 
all  the  taxpayers. 

C  Micihal:  responds  to  property  being  worth  less, 
disagrees  because  no  one  in  the  district  would  not 
vote  to  tax  itself  for  a  huge  amount  of  money  a  year, 
it  would  be  funded  by  a  bond  issue,  which  would  make 
it  a  component  of  property  tax. 

Comment:  A  property  with  a  good  or  possible  septic 
system  is  easier  to  get  a  mortgage  on.  so  it  doesn't 
follow  that  property  values  would  be  decreased  by 
being  in  the  district. 

M  Armstrong:  People  not  in  the  district  will  be 
affected  if  this  district  is  formed  because  of  the 
changes  in  the  property  values  of  the  whole  town.  He 
questioned  why  the  whole  town  can't  vote  on  this. 

Moderator  reiterates  the  law  on  who  can  and  can't 
vote  and  why. 

Are  the  RSAs  that  we're  operating  on  available? 
Ans ,  in  the  selectmen's  office,  or  from  Kendall  Lane 
tonight . 

M  Crocker:  After  the  district  has  been  done  and 
then  the  boundaries  are  enlarged  how  would  the  people 
who  already  paid  be  taxed  differently? 

D  Ogleby:  That  would  have  to  be  studied. 

L  Rathburn:  How  could  it  be  set  up  in  phases  rather 
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than  all  at  once? 

D  Ogleby:  Center  of  town  is  first,  then  the  houses 
on  the  way  to  the  dump,  then  Skatutakee  and  then  to 
the  upper  side  of  the  town.   Phases  based  on  the 
greatest  need. 

Ques:  As  the  areas  are  phased  in  people  can  vote  as 
they  come  in  the  district.  People  would  be  notified  by 
letter  and  notice  in  the  paper  of  the  public  hearing. 

M  St  Peter  described  district  as  now  proposed.  It 
includes:  up  Chesham  Road  to  Johnny  Johnson's,  up  the 
Nelson  road  to  the  cemetery,  back  down  through  the 
center  of  town  and  up  (?  couldn't  tell  what  she  said) 
at  the  end  of  the  lake,  and  picks  up  Macki's  and 
Ha  1 p  i  n  s . 

Ques:  Is  there  any  evidence  that  the  other  homes  in 
the  sewer  district  have  sewage  problems, 

Ans :  the  state  suggested  that  there  were  a  lot  of 
homes  in  the  center  that  need  long  term  solutions. 
There  are  homes  that  have  at  large  expense  to 
themselves  have  put  in  septic  systems,  and  others  who 
will  need  them  eventually  and  possible  house  lots  in 
village  would  need  a  solution. 

Ques:  can  there  be  a  holding  tank  in  the  center  of 
Harrisville  that  people  could  hook  into? 
Ans:  There  is  no  site  in  the  center  of  town  with  the 
proper  soil  for  even  a  holding  tank  based  on  test  pits 
dug. 

Ques:  Is  there  any  provision  for  people  in  the 
district  that  already  have  working  and  or  new  systems. 

Ans:  Mr  Chesley:   There  are  two  kinds  of  costs 
involved  in  solving  the  problem,  one  is  the  capital 
cost  of  a  system  and  the  other  is  administration. 
These  costs  are  generally  prorated  among  the  uses 
based  on  how  much  sewage  is  generated  into  the  system, 
for  example  a  laundromat  would  have  a  large  flow  of 
waste  water.   The  district  decides  how  best  to  share 
the  cost  among  the  users. 

B  Watkins:  The  primary  concern  is  water  quality 
both  in  our  groundwater  and  in  our  lakes.  She  spoke  in 
favor  of  establishing  a  district. 

F  Davis:  Do  we  have  to  have  a  dumping  site  for  the 
sewage  in  the  town,  and  if  there  was  could  anyone  who 
pumps  a  system  take  it  there? 

Ans:  There  may  be  state  laws  about  how  sewage  is 
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disposed.  Basically  we  do  not  have  a  problem  finding  a 
place  to  put  the  septage,  the  problem  is  more  septic 
system  failure.  You  can  put  a  holding  tank  if  your 
system  is  in  failure. 

Ques :  How  much  do  holding  tanks  cost,  500  gallons 
costs  $2,500  per  year  which  is  for  an  average 
household.  This  would  have  to  be  pumped  once  a  week. 
Also  the  state  is  concerned  about  a  large  number  of 
holding  tanks  near  the  lakes  as  a  long  term  solution. 

F  Davis:  The  Wells  school  used  to  have  a  holding 
tank,  for  90  kids  and  13  teachers  that  generated  350 
gallons  per  week. 

Ans :  a  home  would  generate  more  waste  water  for 
showers,  dishes  and  laundry,  not  just  sewage. 

Ques:  Can  tenets  who  are  on  the  checklist  and  who 
have  no  financial  responsibility  vote? 

J  Colony:  yes,  and  on  the  other  hand  no-one  from 
Fil trine  or  the  Raynors  who  own  the  store  cannot  vote. 
We  cannot  have  a  voice  vote  on  this  we  have  to  go 
through  the  checklist. 

D.  Ogleby  spoke  in  favor  of  the  district,  in  that 
funding  for  studies  is  available  from  both  the  state 
and  Northwest  Regional . 

A  Laufman  spoke  about  who  the  legal  voters  are,  for 
example  summer  residents  have  no  vote  when  it  comes  to 
the  school  budget  or  other  things  that  will  cost  them 
substantial  tax  money.  By  establishing  the  district 
specific  participation  policies  can  be  established 
within  the  district,  for  example,  for  people  who  have 
existing  working  systems,  and  if  the  vote  tonight 
establishes  the  sewer  district  you  are  not  voting  to 
spend  one  penny,  you  are  simply  establish  a  district 
that  has  the  legal  right  to  call  meetings  and  make 
proposal  and  vote  them  up  or  down,  and  elect  officers. 
Even  is  the  district  votes  to  spend  some  money  it  will 
not  cost  the  taxpayers  in  the  rest  of  the  town. 
However  it  will  cost  money  to  the  people  who  own  land 
but  do  not  reside  in  the  district. 

M  Armstrong:  Comments  that  the  district  proponents 
did  a  lot  of  work  and  it  would  have  been  good  to  have 
the  printed  material  well  before  this  meeting.

Events  of  interest  this  past  year  include 
completion  of  an  addition  to  the  Recycling  Center; 
continuing  preparations  for  installation  and  operation 
of  a  Transfer  Station  in  anticipation  of  the  state- 
mandated  closing  of  the  landfill  (the  compactor  shed 
should  be  finished  by  the  time  you  read  this  report); 
installation  of  a  furnace  at  the  Recycling  Center; 
installation  of  a  septic  system  at  the  old  Depot  in 
Harrisville,  another  step  in  the  planned  renovation  of 
that  structure;  and  removal  of  the  old  Silver  Lake 
Market  building  in  Chesham. 

Once  again  this  year  we  have  made  every  effort  to 
keep  expenditures  to  a  minimum.

We  continue  to  try 
to  be  good  stewards  of  Town  Property  and  your  tax 
dol lars . 

As  always,  our  thanks  to  the  workers  at  the 
Landfill  and  Recycling  Center.   We  extend  special 
thanks  to  Roland  Knight,  who  spent  many  hours 
volunteering  on  behalf  of  the  Town  before  he  had  to 
retire  for  reasons  of  health.   We  expect  the  Transfer 
Station  to  be  open  by  the  time  of  Town  Meeting;  once 
again  we  urge  all  citizens  to  "reduce,  re-use,  and 
recycle",  to  help  keep  to  a  minimum  the  costs  of 
moving  trash  to  Waste  Management  in  Peterborough. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  work  of  our 
Highway  and  Volunteer  Fire  Departments.   We  appreciate 
their  devotion  and  skill  at  all  times,  and  especially 
during  the  bitterly  cold  weather.   Our  thanks,  too,  to 
the  volunteers  who  serve  on  the  several  committees.

Town  Clerk's  Report 

For  the  year  1993 

In  1993  Harrisville  had  1,160  legal  vehicles, 
yielding  revenues  amounting  to  $63,085.  We  also 
registered  53  boats  garnering  $392  for  Harrisville 
that  would  otherwise  have  gone  to  the  state. 

Sadly,  we  had  fewer  legal  beagles  then  last  year. 
Only  149  dogs  were  registered  in  Harrisville.  Rabies 
is  now  in  our  state  and  this  is  going  to  make  the 
registration  of  our  dogs  a  more  serious  concern. 
Because  of  this  we  are  offering  two  rabies  clinics 
this  year  at  the  new  fire  station.  One  is  March  12th 
from  11am  to  2pm  and  the  other  is  April  16th  from  11am 
to  2pm.  The  cost  of  the  rabies  shot  is  only  $5.00  so 
we  hope  many  of  you  will  take  advantage  of  these 
clinics  for  both  your  dogs  and  cats. 

Our  vital  statistics  were  almost  evenly  balanced 
this  year  with  8  deaths,  7  marriages  and  6  births  in 
1993.  Our  office  also  provides  legal  copies  for  vital 
statistics  originating  in  Harrisville  and  marriage 
licenses. 

In  more  obscure  filings,  we  recorded  4,  dredge  and 
fill  applications,  and  12  UCCS  (Uniform  Commercial 
Code)  financing  statements  in  1993. 

I  will  continue  to  offer  passenger,  trailer  and 
motorcycle  plates  out  of  the  office  as  well  as 
automobile  renewal  decals  and  boat  decals  and  Justice 
of  the  Peace  services.  My  hours  will  remain  4:00  to 
8:00  pm,  Mondays  and  Wednesdays. 

As  always  my  thanks  go  to  deputy  Jean  Girard  and  to 
all  of  you  who  make  this  office  a  pleasure  to  be  in. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1993 

A  recent  article  in  one  of  our  professional  fire  magazines 
eirphasized  the  fact  that  "fire  departments  no  longer  just  fight 
fires!"  A  close  look  at  the  departments  yearly  statistical  sum- 
mary at  the  end  of  this  report  clearly  reveals  that  this  is  equal- 
ly true  for  the  Harrisville  department! 

The  article  also  reports  on  a  national  response  survey  which 
found  that  across  the  country  -  in  departments  large  and  small  - 
emergency  medical  calls  were  accounting  for  nearly  one  half  of  all 
emergency  runs.  This  was  also  true  for  our  department  in  1993  - 
43%.  Incidentally,  the  79  total  calls  represents  a  new  high  -  as 
did  our  eight  Mutual  Aid  assignments. 

In  light  of  what  I  feel  has  been  a  very  positive  year  for 
this  department,  it  seons  appropriate  to  recognize  the  dedication, 
loyalty  and  hard  work  of  our  members.  I  am  especially  grateful 
for  the  personal  support  of  Assistant  Chief  Buddy  Driscoll,  and 
the  rest  of  the  officers. 

Our  onnergency  equipment  has  been  properly  maintained,  the 
Fire  Prevention  program  was  once  again  presented  to  the  public,  an 
on  going  in  house  training  program  was  conducted,  the  program  of 
updating  and  replacing  personal  safety  gear  continued,  and  a  total 
of  12  officers  and  fire  fighters  successfully  completed  the  110 
hour  State  of  New  Hampshire  Fire  Standards  Fire  Fighter  I  Course. 
Several  other  members  took  specialized  courses  in  Einergency  Medi- 
cal Care,  fire  pump  operations,  rescue  and  breathing  apparatus. 

During  the  year  we  lost  two  more  active  members,  but  were 
able  to  offset  this  by  the  recruitment  of  two  new  members.  The 
urgent  need  still  exists  for  more  citizens  to  step  forward  and 
serve.  Please  come  and  talk  with  us  about  it. 

Finally  I  would  like  once  again  to  extend  my  personal  thanks 
to  everyone  who  supported  the  Fire  Company  Fund  Drive  -  and  to  the 
Conpany  members  for  their  financial  help  to  this  department.  Many 
of  you  have  been  most  ccmplirroitary  about  the  landscaping  work  ac- 
coiplished  around  the  building,  which  was  paid  for  from  the  Compa- 
ny funds.  We  also  look  forward  to  the  new  radio  equipment  which 
will  be  purchased  from  this  year's  funds. 

May  I  remind  each  of  you  to  keep  your  chimneys  and  stove 
pipes  clean;  check  your  smoke  detector  batteries;  DON'T  WAIT  TO 
CALL  if  help  is  needed  -  352-1100;  and  if  you  do  have  a  fire  - 
GET  OUT  AND  STAY  OUT!

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  1993  year  brought  changes  to  the  Police 
Department.   The  addition  of  Neal  Collier  to  the 
Department  allowed  us  to  beef  up  the  traffic  patrols, 
but  in  doing  so,  we  eliminated  the  "Officer  on  call", 
which  makes  the  State  Police  responsible  for  the 
emergency  calls  and  the  criminal  investigations. 

In  1993  this  Department  issued  over  75  motor 
vehicle  summonses  and  parking  tickets,  responded  to  6 
motor  vehicle  accidents,  12  rescue  calls,  6  fire 
calls,  8  domestic  calls,  2  untimely  deaths,  3 
burglaries,  2  thefts,  and  1  stolen  car.   We  also 
answered  45  burglar  alarms,  animal  complaints, 
trespassing,  prowler  and  suspicious  vehicle/person 
complaints.   There  are  many  other  situations  that  we 
are  called  upon  to  answer  in  our  performance  of  our 
duties.   Overall,  we  were  called  upon  for  service  over 
375  time  throughout  the  year. 

The  question  that  you  are  being  asked  to  vote  on  at 
Town  Meeting  in  reference  to  Office  space,  is  very 
important  to  the  Police  Department,  for  we  have  had  no 
Office  for  several  years  and  it  is  too  difficult  to 
run  the  Department  out  of  the  back  seat  of  the 
cruiser. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Townspeople 
for  their  support  and  understanding  in  this  year  of 
change.

The  Highway  Department  saw  a  tough  Winter  in  1993. 
There  was  snow,  more  snow,  and  still  more  snow. 

In  the  Spring,  the  Department  had  a  new  employee. 
Bryan  Trudelle  replaced  Tim  LeMoine,  who  moved  to 
Michigan.   The  purchase  of  a  used  backhoe  from  Federal 
Surplus  made  work  a  lot  easier,  especially  on 
culverts. 

The  Summer  was  hot  and  dry.   The  Department  used 
more  dust  control  than  usual .   It  had  a  few  more 
projects  at  the  Landfill  and  the  Recycling  Center. 
With  the  Transfer  Station  in  operation  in  1994,  the 
Highway  Department  should  have  more  time  for  road 
repairs . 

Winter  sand  was  piled  up  this  Fall.   Without  the 
use  of  screening  and  a  crushing  plant,  sand  and  gravel 
is  getting  harder  to  find  in  the  Town  pit. 

I  feel  that  the  approval  of  Articles  17  and  18  of 
the  1994  Warrant  would  greatly  reduce  time  and  money 
spent  on  Winter  Maintenance. 

We  will  miss  Roland  Knight  at  the  Recycling  Center. 
He  found  a  home  for  everything  that  could  be 
recycled.   It  was  not  an  easy  job,  but  he  did  it 
extremely  well.   I  would  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  for  all  their 
help.

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1993  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Once   again,   as  was  the  case  in  1992,  a  sluggish 
economy  set  the  pace  of  the  Planning  Boards  activity. 
Subdivision  activity  was  basically  limited  to 
speculative  future  development. 

Additions  to  the  towns  Zoning  included  the  annual 
vote  on  the  Growth  Management  Ordinance,  a  simplified 
definition  of  Woodland  buffer  in  the  Shoreland  Overlay 
Ordinance,  Clarification  on  Home  Occupations  and  Home 
based  business  in  the  various  districts  and  Zoning  of 
Recreational  and  Mobile  homes.   The  Zoning  Map  was  also 
revised  and  presented  for  approval  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

The  Board  thanks  long  time  member  Russ  Downing 
who  left  the  Board  this  past  year  as  well  as  alternate 
member  Bob  Barrows.   We  welcome  Margo  Close  and  Barbara 
Watkins  as  new  alternate  members.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


With  respect  to  public  hearings,  1993  was  a  relatively 
quiet  year  for  the  Board.   It  heard  four  appeals  for 
variances  involving  construction  on  non-conforming 
lots  or  across  set-back  lines.   Three  appeals  were 
granted  and  one  denied. 

Changes  in  the  Zoning  Ordinances  adopted  in  March 
which  clarified  a  number  of  Lakeside  zoning  issues  may 
have  helped  reduce  the  number  of  applications. 

The  Board  also  granted  a  special  exception  for  cluster 
development  involving  eight  lots  on  Chesham  Pond, 
clearing  the  way  for  subsequent  review  and  action  by 
the  Planning  Board. 

The  make-up  of  the  Board  is  changing,  and  new  members 
will  be  needed  in  the  years  ahead.   Board  Chair 
Charles  Michal  indicated  he  would  be  resigning  in 
early  1994.   Long  time  Board  member  and  Vice  Chair 
George  Saunders  resigned  his  position  as  a  regular 
member  in  July.   George's  persistent  focus  on  the 
judicial  nature  of  the  Board's  activities  have  been 
most  helpful  and  he  will  be  missed.   Luckily  he  agreed 
to  stay  on  as  an  alternate  member.   Former  alternate 
member  William  (Bill)  Robinson  was  appointed  a  regular 
member  and  elected  the  new  Vice  Chair. 

The  Board  also  conducted  one  joint  meeting  with  the 
Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  Selectmen 
to  share  ideas  on  better  co-ordination  and 
communication  between  the  various  boards.   Possible 
revisions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances  for  1994  were 
discussed.   The  need  for  consistency  and  the  resources 
to  enforce  existing  ordinances  was  acknowledged  by 
most . 

Finally,  the  Board  made  changes  in  its  Rules  of 
Procedure,  extending  the  required  time  of  notice 
concerning  public  hearings  to  12  days.   This  change 
creates  conformity  between  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Zoning  Board,  which  should  make  Recording  Secretary 
Joan  Trudelle's  job  easier,  and  is  a  positive  step  in 
the  effort  to  create  consistency  among  the  Land  Use 
boards  in  Town.   The  longer  notification  period  should 
also  eliminate  problems  the  Board  has  experienced  with 
out  of  town  abutters  not  receiving  reasonable  notice 
of  upcoming  hearings.

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HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

The  Historic  District  Commission  works  to  maintain 
the  architectural  and  historic  integrity  of  the 
Village.   Members  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to 
serve  for  three  year  terms,  but  are  not  to  exceed  two 
consecutive  terms.   The  current  Commission  consists  of 
a  Town  Selectman  representative  and  five  regular 
members,  three  of  whom  reside  in  the  District. 


The  Commission  is  concerned  with  any  visible 
changes  to  properties  including  buildings, 
outbuildings  and  landscape  elements  within  the 
District  as  established  by  the  Town  in  1969.   Any 
property  owner  within  the  District  must  file  an 
application  for  prior  approval  of  any  work  (including 
repairs)  affecting  the  exterior  and/or  landscape  of 
the  property  regardless  of  whether  a  building  permit 
is  or  is  not  required.   Building  permits  for 
properties  within  the  HDC  cannot  be  obtained  without 
prior  approval  of  the  Historic  District  Commission. 
Provided  there  are  pending  applications,  the  meetings 
and  public  hearings,  which  are  open  to  the  public,  are 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  the 
Library.   Copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
HDC,  as  well  as  maps  of  the  District  and  application 
forms,  are  available  at  the  Selectmen's  Office. 
Applications  must  be  sent  to  P.O.  Box  66,  Harrisville, 
N.H.   03450  and  must  be  received  ten  days  before  a 
regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

The  HDC  received  seven  application  with  concerns 
ranging  from  light  fixtures,  gutter  replacement 
styles,  storm  windows,  new  storm  doors,  new  and 
replacement  windows,  roof  colors,  chimney  removals, 
foundation  changes,  tree  cutting,  siding  replacements, 
and  etc. . 

In  the  Fall  we  welcomed  two  new  members  to  the 
Commission,  Don  Scott  and  Tom  Hamon  (who  replaced 
Patrick  Malloy  and  Secretary  Dan  McWethy) .   At  this 
time,  on  behalf  of  all  the  members,  I  would  like  to 
thank  Dan  for  his  organizational  efforts  and  four  plus 
years  of  dedication  to  the  HDC.   His  presence  will  be 
missed.   Simultaneously,  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
other  members  for  their  time  devoted  to  reviewing 
applications  and  other  matters  that  come  before  the 
Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

On  March  8th,  1993,  the  Selectmen  established  a 
Town  Building  Committee.   Appointed  were:  Harvey 
Schwartz  as  Chairman,  Allan  Saari ,  Margot  Close,  Roger 
Sundstrom,  Barry  O'Dwyer,  John  Colony  111,  Russ 
Downing,  and  Gretchen  Poisson.   The  Selectmen  wanted 
the  committee  to  study  solutions  for  the  inadequate 
Town  Office  space. 

This  Committee  built  on  the  good  work  of  the 
previous  Building  Committee's  1988  report.   We  have 
also  had  an  active  Committee,  meeting  over  12  times 
since  we  were  established. 

After  we  visited  and  evaluated  all  Town-owned 
properties  the  Committee  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
temporary  use  of  the  excess  space  in  the  Wells 
Memorial  School  made  the  most  sense  as  a  short  term 
solution.   We  presented  this  idea  to  the  Selectmen  in 
June  along  with  the  idea  of  establishing  a  fund  to 
finance  a  more  permanent  solution. 

On  September  9th,  the  TBC  called  a  meeting  of  the 
townspeople  to  find  out  how  they  felt  about  these 
ideas.   Although  the  majority  of  the  people  attending 
were  in  favor  of  using  the  school  they  felt  it  was 
more  important  for  Town  Government  to  stay  under  one 
roof  . 

Before  the  use  of  the  Wells  was  voted  on  by  the 
School  Board,  another  option,  the  Horn-Kretchman  house 
came  up  for  sale.   This  location  appears  to  be  a 
feasible  and  attractive  long-term  solution  for  Town 
Offices . 

Another  informational  meeting  was  held  on  January 
27th  1994,  where  several  options  were  discussed  for 
Town  Offices.  The  outcome  of  that  meeting  was  that 
various  solutions  are  being  presented  for  a  vote  by 
citizens  at  Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1994.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires.   The  three 
leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left 
unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that 
escaped  control.   All  of  these  fires  are  preventable, 
but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  Town  and  State  forest  fire  officials 
with  forest  fire  prevention.   New  Hampshire  State  Law 
(RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open, 
except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest 
Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be 
done."   Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or 
a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression 
during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention 
programs.   This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey 
Bear's  50th  anniversary.   The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many 
communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remembet . . . Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires."   Fire 
prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression 
tool.   Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and 
our  communities  have  a  safe  fire  year.

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MONADNOCK  FAMILY  SERVICES 
Town  of  Harrisville 


Monadnock  Family  Services  provides  a  full  range  of 
treatment  for  individuals  who  need  counseling  or  who 
are  experiencing  a  mental  disorder.   There  are  no 
restrictions  based  on  diagnosis  or  age,  and  we  continue 
to  offer  services  to  clients  with  little  or  no  income. 

The  Peterborough  District  Office  is  open  five  days 
and  three  nights  every  week.   The  Jaffrey  District 
Office  is  open  four  days  and  two  evenings  each  week. 
Based  in  our  Keene  office,  we  provide  24  hour  emergency 
services,  7  days  a  week,  365  days  a  year.   Through  our 
Keene  office,  we  offer  services  to  clients  who  meet 
Department  of  Mental  Health  guidelines,  that  are 
partially  supported  by  state  funds.   In  addition  to 
Mobile  Emergency  Services  these  include:   Psychiatric 
Assessment  and  Medication  Treatment,  Client  Service 
Management,  Residential  and  Vocational  Services, 
Continuous  Treatment  Team,  and  the  New  Beginnings 
Clubhouse. 

Last  year  the  our  Offices  provided  670  visits  of 
direct  treatment  to  Harrisville  residents.   Of  the  19 
open  cases,  9  were  male  and  10  were  female,  3  were  under 
the  age  of  18,  16  between  the  ages  ofl8  and  59,  and  0 
were  60  or  over. 

MFS  Adult  Care  Center  was  open  over  900  hours  in 
1993,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  approximately 
15  clients.   We  provided  over  15,048  hours  of  service  to 
elderly  residents  and  their  families.   Many  of  the 
clients  in  the  program  have  Alzheimer's  Disease  or 
related  illnesses  due  to  aging. 

The  dollar  amount  requested  from  Harrisville  to  help 
us  to  continue  offering  these  services  is  arrived  at  by 
multiplying  the  1992  population  estimate  figure  by 
$1.00.   This  per  capita  amount  includes  in  no  increase 
for  four  years.   The  amount  we  are  requesting  is  $976. 

We  thank  you  for  your  support. 
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ASHUELOT  VALLEY  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  (53B) 
SOUTHWEST  SOLID  WASTE  MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  (149M) 

Again,  no  dues  will  be  assessed  to  cover  operating  costs 
of  the  53B  and  149M  Districts. 

At  last  year's  town  meetings,  member  towns  in  the 
district  voted  to  disband  the  53B  District.  And,  at  the 
first  district  meeting  thereafter,  a  confirming  vote  was 
recorded  by  the  district  representatives.  In  June,  the 
member  towns  received  an  initial  reimbursement  of  the 
remaining  funds.  The  claim  for  dues  owed  by  the  city  of 
Keene  was  settled  out  of  court;  and  in  December,  another 
reimbursement  was  made.  The  total  payment  to  Harrisville 
was  $5240.70. 

The  53B  District  is  now  funded  to  cover  its  operating 
costs  for  three  years  beyond  the  date  of  disbanding  -  as 
required  by  the  governing  by-laws  of  the  District. 

The  149M  District  handles  the  Planning  function  relative 
to  waste  disposal,  and  continues  to  operate  as  an  active 
entity  -  available  in  an  advisory  capacity.  However,  it 
anticipates  eventual  disbanding;  and  such  action  is  now 
under  consideration.  Pertinent  to  any  action  taken:  at 
State  level,  it  is  either  required  by  law,  or  at  least 
strongly  recommended,  that  a  'district'  organization  be 
maintained  at  the  local  or  area  level. 

The  149M  District  is  now  funded  to  cover  its  operating 
costs  for  the  coming  year.

As  part  of  their  national  tour,  two  bus 
loads  of  enthusiasts  visited  the  town  and  were 
provided  a  fine  lunch  by  t  lie  Combined  Parisli  Ladies 
Aid  Society. 

For  the  last  two  years,  Historic  Harrisville  has 
been  involved  in  litigation  to  defend  the  validity  of 
its  covenants.   In  November,  the  court  ruled  in  favor 
of  Historic  Harrisville.   We  deeply  regret  the 
unhappiness  and  controversy  the  lawsuit  has  caused. 
The  legal  expenses  incurred  by  both  sides  liave  been 
considerable.   However,  it  appears  to  us  that  we  had 
no  choice  but  to  defend  the  integrity  of  our  Historic 
Preservation  Covenants. 

We  have  begun,  with  the  help  of  Charlotte  Colony 
Stanley,  a  significant  piece  of  research  on  Silver 
Lalte's  Camp  Marienfeld.   At  one  time.  Camp  Marienfeld 
was  the  second  oldest  summer  camp  in  the  United 
States.   As  we  have  begun  to  collect  memorabilia  and 
reflections  of  those  associated  with  camp,  anyone  who 
would  like  to  include  their  recollections  are  most 
welcome.

The  meeting  was  opened  at  11:05  a.m.  under  Article  1,  to  choose  all  necessary  school  district 
officers,  by  Moderator  Michael  Potter. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  passed  to  recess  until  6:00  p.m. 

Meeting  was  re-opened  at  6:03  p.m. 

Members  of  SU  29  were  welcomed  by  the  moderator.  Board  member  Bob  Kingsbury 
acknowledged  money  given  in  memory  of  Wellington  Wells  for  playground  equipment,  and 
books  for  the  library  In  memory  of  Jean  Harris.  Recognition  of  services  of  Earl  Horn  in  the 
form  of  a  gill  from  the  students  at  WMS  was  presented. 

ARTICLE  1:  It  was  moved  that  the  District  receive  the  report  of  agents,  auditors,  committees 
or  officers  chosen  as  printed  In  the  annual  report. 

Motion  seconded,  and  so  passed. 

ARTICLE  2:  It  was  moved  that  the  District  appropriate  up  to  $10,000  Dollars  from  the 
unreserved  fund  balance  available  on  June  30,  1993,  for  the  purpose  of  transfer  to  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  established  on  March  11,  1986,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  construction, 
reconstruction  of  building  and  grounds  at  Wells  Memorial  School. 

Motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  was  held.  Article  defeated. 

ARTICLE  3:  It  was  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of  $1,142,580 
Dollars  for  the  support  of  schools,  the  payment  of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Motion  seconded.  A  walk  through  of  the  budget  handout  was  given  by  Bob  Kingsbury. 
Discussion  held. 

Motion  by  Allan  Saari  to  amend  the  Harrisville  School  Budget  as  presented  by  the  school 
board  at  the  school  meeting  on  March  9,  1993,  by  reducing  the  proposed  budget  by  a  sum  of 
$39,750.00  as  an  indication  to  the  school  board  that  the  number  of  full-time  teachers  should  be 
reduced  by  one  position.  The  school  board  shall  make  the  final  decision  as  to  the  position 
being  reduced. 

The  above  motion  to  be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot. 

Amendment  was  seconded.   Discussion  held. 

Rand  Duffy  moved  the  question,  seconded,  defeated,  discussion  continued. 

Voted  by  ballot.  Yes  65,  No  78.  Amendment  defeated. 

Motion  by  Paul  Haggblad  to  adjust  the  annual  school  budget  by  secret  ballot  from  a  total  of 
$1,142,580  to  $1,127,606.  A  total  adjustment  of  $14,974. 

Motion  seconded.   Discussion  held. 

Voted  by  ballot.  Yes  103,  No  41.  Amendment  passed. 
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Paul  then  requested  a  ballot  vote  on  Article  3  as  amended. 

Yes  97,  No  27.  Article  3,  as  amended,  passed. 

All  requests  for  ballot  vote  had  five  signatures  checked  that  all  people  were  present  and  were  on 
the  checklist. 

ARTICLE  4:      To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Jack  Calhoun  moved  to  oITer  a  resolution  that  unless  precluded  by  statute  or  by-law,  the  school 
board  convene  the  annual  school  meeting  on  a  date  other  than  the  same  day  as  the  annual  town 
meeting,  and  request  that  this  be  decided  by  a  voice  vote. 

MoUon  was  seconded,  and  so  passed. 

Allan  Saari  moved  to  use  remainder  in  Capital  Projects  Fund  to  pay  down  the  principal  of  the 
building  project. 

Motion  was  seconded  and  so  passed. 

Polls  closed  at  8:30. 

Meeting  recessed  at  9:22  until  ballots  were  counted.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  REPORT 


This  year  all  schools  within  New  Hampshire  School  Administrative  Unit 
29  have  made  a  commitment  to  a  vision  that  calls  for  teachers,  administrators, 
board  members  and  community  members  to  work  together  to  provide 
opportunities  for  children  that  will  ensure  that  each  child  will  meet  with 
success.  Although  this  is  new  in  that  it  has  been  formalized  and  articulated  in 
various  goal  or  mission  statements,  it  is  not  anything  new  to  the  Wells 
Memorial  School.  This  has  been  a  characteristic  of  the  school  for  as  long  as  I 
have  been  associated  with  it. 

The  Wells  Memorial  staff  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  its  ability  to 
work  together  as  a  cohesive  group  to  develop  and  implement  learning  activities 
that  facilitate  student  success.  Their  sense  of  accomplishment  is  well  deserved. 
I  believe  the  success  they  experience  reinforces  their  efforts  to  do  even  more  to 
make  the  learning  environment  at  the  school  as  productive  and  enjoyable  as 
possible.  This  success  has  served  as  a  motivational  factor  to  continue  their 
efforts  to  introduce  interdisciplinary,  integrated  units  of  study;  to  plan  and 
offer  extended  programs  of  study  during  the  summer  for  students  who  benefit 
from  additional  instruction  time;  to  put  forth  the  extra  effort  to  modify  what 
they  are  doing  in  the  classroom  to  correspond  to  the  learning  style  and  needs  of 
individual  students;  to  become  involved  in  SAU-wide  curriculum  development 
projects  that  benefit  Harrisville,  as  well  as  other  SAU  #29  districts',  students; 
and  to  participate  in  staff  development  activities  that  enhance  their 
effectiveness  in  the  classroom. 

My  perception  of  the  level  of  quality  at  Wells  Memorial  is  reinforced  by  the 
evaluation  report  submitted  by  the  Center  for  Resource  Management.  This 
evaluation  of  the  Wells  Memorial  School  was  conducted  last  spring.  The 
purpose  of  the  evaluation  was  to  provide  the  board  and  staff  with  useful 
information  about  the  school's  effectiveness,  based  on  widely  accepted,  research- 
based  indicators  and  on  the  outcomes  achieved  by  students  attending  the  school. 

The  evaluation  report  did  present  an  objective  assessment  of  the  quality  of 
the  school.  The  report,  in  addition  to  identifyng  several  strengths,  pointed  out 
that  "there  is  solid  evidence  that  Wells'  students  are  achieving  academically, 
and  that  nearly  all  students  have  achieved  success  in  terms  of  completing  grade 
level  and  subject  area  requirements,  attending  schools  regularly,  achieving 
social  and  emotional  growth,  and  managing  their  behavior." 

Issues  related  to  discipline  were  identified  in  the  report  as  something  that 
needed  improvement.  One  significant  step  the  staff  has  taken  in  response  to 
these  identified  concerns  is  the  implementation  of  a  peer  mediation  program. 
This  program  is  aimed  at  teaching  students  how  to  constructively  resolve 
problems  without  resorting  to  negative  or  violent  behavior.  Initial  indicators 
show  that  this  program  is  achieving  positive  results. 

In  much  the  same  way  that  the  staff  has  responded  positively  to  the 
evaluation  report,  I  appreciate  and  commend  its  efforts  to  listen  and  respond  to 
views,  concerns,  or  ideas  from  parents.  The  staff  has  made  a  commitment  to  try 
to  be  as  responsive  as  possible  to  the  prevailing  desires  of  the  community.  To 
facilitate  this,  I  think  the  staff  has  worked  hard  to  maintain  effective 
communication  with  parents  and  community  members. 
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Related  to  the  area  of  communication  Is  the  working  relationship  that  has 
developed  between  the  school  board  and  teachers.  This  summer  was  my  first 
experience  with  board  members  and  teachers  working  collaboratively  to 
develop  goals  for  the  school.  From  my  perspective,  this  was  an  extremely 
valuable  and  constructive  use  of  time.  In  addition  to  opening  new  lines  of 
communication,  establishing  direction,  and  promoting  mutual  understanding 
of  issues,  this  process  also  encourages  joint  problem  solving  —  board  members 
and  teachers  working  cooperatively  to  solve  problems  affecting  the  school.  I 
believe  this  positive  working  relationship  can  only  help  make  Wells  Memorial 
an  even  better  school. 

I  trust  that  your  commitment  to  a  quality  school  will  continue.  I  hope  to 
see  you  at  the  District  Meeting  on  March  2  at  6:00  p.m.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  school  year  ended  In  1993  as  eight  sixth  graders  graduated  and 
moved  on  to  Keene  Middle  School.  Timothy  Ehrans,  James  Hastings,  Brandon 
Hemdon,  Colin  Kennard,  Jennifer  Lord,  Devon  Mitchell,  Melody  Moschan,  and 
Clark  Potter  have  made  us  proud  by  doing  well  at  the  middle  school,  most  of 
them  making  the  honor  roll. 

Our  current  enrollment  at  Wells  Memorial  School  is  80  students,  grades 
kindergarten  through  six.  The  following  is  the  number  in  each  class:

We  continue  to  have  a  self-contained,  half-day  kindergarten  class  taught 
by  Jan  Yardley.  In  the  afternoon,  Chris  Santerre  rents  the  kindergarten  space  to 
provide  an  afternoon  program  for  four  and  five-year-old  children.  Our  first, 
second  and  third  graders  are  in  two  multi-age  classes  taught  by  Karin  Pratt  and 
Patty  Gould.  This  year,  these  classes  are  comparatively  small  (16  and  14). 
However,  as  our  large  kindergarten  class  moves  into  the  multi-age  unit  next 
year,  the  class  sizes  will  increase  to  18  each.  Our  intermediate  unit  (grades  4,  5 
and  6)  is  grouped  with  a  grade  4/5  combination  class  with  Kathy  Frick  as  the 
homeroom  teacher  and  a  sixth  grade  class  with  Dotty  Frazier  as  the  homeroom 
teacher. 

One  exciting  change  this  year  has  been  the  inclusion  of  a  Chapter  I 
program  during  the  school  year.  This  is  a  federally-funded  program  designed  to 
give  students  additional  support  in  math  and  reading.  As  reported  in  previous 
years,  our  program  has  been  limited  to  a  summer  program.  We  were  given  a 
limited  amount  of  money,  and  we  were  able  to  assist  more  students  with  a 
concentrated  summer  program.  After  the  1990  census.  Chapter  I  funds  were 
allocated  and  Harrisville's  share  increased  dramatically,  allowing  us  ta  sponsor 
the  summer  program  and  a  school  year  program.  Lisa  Tagalakis  is  our  Chapter  1 
tutor. 

Another  change  that  has  been  successfully  implemented  is  Jan  Yardley's 
responsibility  of  the  music  program.  The  musical  talent  that  Jan  has  brought  to 
Wells  Memorial  School  is  not  new  to  many  of  you,  and  it  has  been  an  exciting 
change  for  her  to  embrace  this  additional  responsibility.  She  teaches  music 
classes  to  all  grade  levels.  This  did  eliminate  the  regular  music  teaching 
position. 

Other  staff  changes  include:  Lisa  Tagalakis,  art  (replacing  Scott  Hyde); 
Joan  Murphy,  guidance  counselor  (replacing  Mark  Pride);  and  Joyce 
Morgenthau,  school  nurse  (replacing  Sandy  Wiggtn). 

We  all  continue  to  be  appreciative  of  the  following:  the  quality  and 
smooth  operation  of  the  hot  lunch  program  provided  by  Barbara  Johnson;  the 
cleanliness  of  the  school  and  grounds  as  a  result  of  Ted  Beauregard's  hard  work; 
the  smooth  operation  of  the  office  and  library  by  BeAnn  Lake;  and  the  needed 
additional  support  to  special  education  students  provided  by  Diddy  Staples. 
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Last,  but  not  least,  there  are  two  Important  initiatives  to  note.  One  is  a 
program  new  to  Wells  Memorial  called  Peer  Mediation.  This  is  a  program  where 
students  are  trained  to  mediate  problems  such  as  peers  not  getting  along,  name 
calling,  etc.  Not  only  does  it  give  students  an  alternative  way  to  resolve 
problems,  but  it  also  encourages  them  to  be  an  active  participant  in  resolving 
conflicts.  We  have  had  some  very  dedicated  students  training  to  be  a  part  of  this 
program.  To  date,  the  following  students  have  become  trained  mediators  and 
have  been  involved  in  resolving  conflicts:  Mitchell  Cady,  Kasi  Davis,  Tammy 
Kensy,  Jen  Putnam,  and  Becca  Wilder.  Many  thanks  to  Joan  Murphy,  our 
guidance  counselor,  for  helping  us  get  this  program  off  the  ground. 

The  other  initiative  has  been  the  Student  Council.  This  is  the  second 
year  Wells  Memorial  School  has  had  a  formal  Student  Council  and  Lexy  Heatley 
(also  our  special  educator)  advises  this  group.  Each  homeroom  elects  two 
representatives  who  serve  for  half  of  a  school  year.  The  representatives  for  the 
first  half  of  this  year  are:  Peter  Santerre,  Becca  Wilder,  April  Martel,  Katie 
Raynor,  Matthew  Bates,  Nick  Hemdon,  Jeim^y  Dane,  and  Guthrie  Lord.  They  led 
a  campaign  to  choose  the  school  mascot,  the  falcon.  They  are  currently  working 
to  develop  a  basketball  program. 

So  far  this  school  year  has  been  exciting  and  rewarding,  and  we  continue 
to  respect  working  with  the  community  of  Harrlsvllle.
